Nitrogen Lost 


On Good Alfalfa 


Grass Meadow 
Helped, However 


WOOSTER - “ Questionable” is 


what an Ohio agronomist calls the 


practice of applying nitrogen to al­ 


falfa-rich meadows. 
J. L. Parsons of the Ohio Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station re­ 
ports that his 
tests 
“ throw a 
question on the economic advis­ 
ability of applying 
nitrogen to 
vigorous alfalfa-grass meadows.’ 


Hay from alfalfa-bromegrass and 
alfalfa-timothy fields was non in­ 
creased by adding nitrogen. On the 
other 
hand, 
the 
alfalfa-orchard- 
grass yield did rise with nitrogen 
application. This hike was attribut­ 
ed to more orehardgrass, not alfal­ 
fa. This reduces the quality of the 
hay since the alfalfa making up the 
first cutting hay droppe-' from 40 
per cent when no nitrogen was add­ 
ed to 15 per cent when nitrogen 
was applied at the rate of IOO 
pounds per acre. 
Protein is one measure of feed 
ing value of hay. Amount of pro­ 
tein fell off in the alfalfa-orchard- 
grass meadow as nitrogen were 
increased to 50 pounds per acre. 
The orehardgrass, which thrived 
at higher nitrogen levels, is much 
lower in 
protein 
than 
alfalfa, 
dragging down the percentage 
sharply. 


Farmers whose meadows a r e 
predominantly grass 
and skimpy 
on legumes, 
however, 
could 
in­ 
crease yields by applying fertilizer 
nitrogen, Parsons says. However, 
this practice would probably elim­ 
inate the legumes that were there. 


Cold Water Washing 


Has Its Limitations 


CO LUM BUS — A new trend in 
home laundry techniques is t h e 
cold water wash. As a result of 
some overenthusiastic salesman­ 
ship, some v. »men have gotten the 
impression that 
“ rn v everything 
can be washed in co’d water,” said 
Dr. Elaine Knowles Weaver, promi­ 
sor of home economics. Ohio State 
University, at h 
Recent National 
Home laundry conference. 
Quite a number of the 1958 wash­ 
ers of the dc luxe type will have 
an optional selector for the cold 
water wash. Although cold water 
washing is limited in its applica­ 
tion, it will probably become more 
important each year a: the number 
and types of modern fabrics in the 
home increase and as more deter­ 
gents are made suitable for cold 
water usage. 
Characteristics of certain (abies 
and finishes and the extent and 
kind of soil govern the use of ccid 
water. Non-oily soils offer little re­ 
sistance. but heavy oily soil needs 
pretreatment, 
Mrs. 
Weaver, 
ex­ 
plained. 
Mrs. Weaver pointed out the ma­ 
jor part of the family wash is 
made up of cotton and linen items 
which get the heavier soil, and for 
these items, heat is essential for 
good washing. 
Oily soil requires hot water to 
aid in dissolving and keeping the 
soil in solution. Hot water also is 
necessary for the removal of many 
of the ordinary stains of nonpro­ 
tein nature. 
Dr Weaver said that cold water 
is suitable for certain fabrics and 
the lighter the soil, the greater the 
satisfaction. Sometimes there must 
be a choice between hot water and 
good soil removal wih wrinkles or 
less clean items with no wrinkles.

Many Factors 


In Living Cost 


W’hat makes living costs so high? 
Many shoppers say “ food” in re­ 
ply to that question. They may be 
partially right. However, accord- 
j ing to an analysis by two professors 
in agricultural marketing 
at the 
jOhio State University, many other 
factors enter into the “ high cost 
of living” today. 


They point out that the error of 
reasoning that food cost* make 
living costs high lies in using a 
faulty measuring stick. 


TH E T ER M “ high’ is re la tiv e . 
Wages and salaries are “ higher,” 
too. Proportionately, people spend 
about the same for food today as 
they did 20 years ago. 
However, a 
typical 
basket of 
today's weekly groceries for the 
family would 
have 
cost 
about 
what the average wag* earner 
received fir 21 hours of work in 
1929. Today, while that s a m e 
typical basket of groceries costs 
more dollars, it takes the aver­ 
age wage earner only f.4 hours 
to earn enough to pay for it. 
Bees u s e many families have 
more money to spend they often 
buy more food, higher value food, 
more processed food and m o r e 
services on food today. The pro­ 
fessors point out that if people to­ 
day were content to eat the same 
items of food they bought in the 
typical 
market 
basket 20 or 30 
years ago, they would actu a l l y 
spend less than 20 per cent of their 
incon. for it. In those earlier years 
the proportion was around 25 per 
cent.

In Feeding Programs Today! 
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Again Talk of Change in Farm Program 


It is certain that Fayette County farm­ 
ers, like most other agriculturists over our 
whole country, will be watching what hap­ 
pens in Congress with reference to possi­ 
ble changes in the farm program. 
Over many years this has proved a 
troublesome topic in Congress, and every­ 
where else, with some congressmen say­ 
ing they are about ready to “give up” in 
determining what to do about farm sur­ 
pluses and prices, in trying to please 
both the farmer and the average taxpay­ 
er. 
The effort to find a satisfactory pro- 
gi am with a formula for cutting excess 
f a r m production without endangering 
farm prosperity, has been a major prob­ 
lem which many theorists have attacked 
with great vigor but with little of the 
hoped - for satisfaction in general results. 
Again and again we have heard reports 
of the growing piles of unneeded farm 
produce but how* to use it to advantage, 
and to everybody's* satisfaction, has been 
a question that has been argued over 
many years. 
Reports from Washington D. C. news 
sources point out that during the last year 
of the soil bank program a mere 67 large 
producers of cotton, wheat and rice were 
paid more than $50,000 each for having 
kept part of their land idle. Some of the 
payments were larger than this average. 
One in particular was reported as $278,187 
for retiring 22,779 acres from production 
of farm produce. 
In noting these figures the average 
small farmer feels cheated somehow; the 
average taxpayer, as he notes this, is not 
too happy either. He gasps as he is told 
that the agricultural program alone is 
costing him over $5 billion. This figures 
out to be near $1,000 for every farm in the 
country. It is said that the 67 large pro­ 
ducers, mentioned here, are collecting as 
much as $5,261,000. from the government- 
•nd this means real money, for keeping 
land out of production. 
The government’s answer to this is that 
it would have had to pay more than $9 
million under the old formula. The aver­ 
age farm er and others answer that it 
would at least have been paying it to 
farm ers for producing something. 
Back comes the government with the in­ 
formation that it would have been forced 
to put all that extra production into stor­ 


age and would have to have charged 
against the taxpayers several million dol­ 
lars more for warehouses, maintenance 
etc. 
The government adds further that if this 
extra production was to be disposed of 
abroad, the subsidy cost of selling it on 
world market prices, which are below the 
crop - supported parity formula, the tax­ 
payers would have to stand for the differ­ 
ence. 
Apparently the nation must somehow 
find a new plan or a new’ approach to the 
problem if the present plan in use is not 
desirable. What can it be? 
It is said that there is a growing public 
resentment, from the tax angle, against 
the high amount of federal aid to farmers, 
w’hich, perhaps is unwarranted. As long as 
Congress plays politics with the farm 
problem, this being an election year with 
most congressmen anxious to dodge the 
issue, there can be little hope of a sound 
and satisfactory adjustment of the pro­ 
gram. 
One special news service writer, O. A. 
Martin of the Associated Press recently 
stated that a number of congressional 
leaders a r e wondering “whether they 
should accept surpluses as a normal as­ 
pect of farming and concentrate on ways 
of living with and using them to general 
advantage.” 
It is further reported that a scheme for 
making beneficial use of surpluses has 
been gathering dust in Washington, but 
may come up again. It is a relative of the 
old Brannon Plan, proposing the compen­ 
sating farmers for lost income resulting 
from the sale of produce on a free “de­ 
m and” market. According to backers of 
this idea, heavy production would mean 
low retail prices, thereby encouraging 
sales here and abroad and eliminating 
surpluses (and the expense of storing 
them). Americans would still be required 
to subsidize farm stability but, unlike at 
present, they would not also have to buy 
food at prices which are said to be artifi­ 
cially kept high through tax - supported 
parity programs. 
Some observers comment that surplus 
output may be normal in the United States 
right now, as certain Congressmen seem 
to feel, but it is not “normal” to cache 
perishable food indefinitely in caves w’hen 
there are hungry people to eat it. 


The Revival of Opera 


There are perhaps as many as 
a hundred companies stamping 
•u t recordings of great and small 
music, of everything from medi­ 
eval masses to rock-n-roll. 
There 
are about 
1,000 sym­ 
phony orchestras of varying size 
and degrees of perfection. High 
•chool and college students di­ 
vide* between “ long hairs” and 
Jazz as they used to between the 
Dodgers and the Giants. 
I recently received a l e t t e r 
from Felix W. Salm agfi, the op­ 
era impresario, in which he said: 
“ We have just returned from 
a hectic seven-week tour of the 
United States and Canada. . .and 
of the 17 principal artists on the 
roster, everyone was a young 
American singer. Actually of the 
15 members of our troupe only 
a few might be termed foreign­ 
ers. . .the nice thing about it 
was that several reviewers re­ 
m arked what a pleasure it was 
lo see young singers with fresh 
voices on the stage. 
“ Before we selected these ar­ 
tists for the tour we auditioned 
acme two to three hundred ap­ 
plicants. . .actually the outlet 
for these operatic artists is very 
. . .limited. Another interesting 
facet is that in almost e v e r y 
town we visited (and we hit 35 
cities) we were flooded with re­ 
quests for auditions. Good voices 
loo—but what are you going to 
do with them ?” 
The audiences, too, were re­ 
m arkable young. In C o r v a His, 
Ore , 
for instance, 
we had a 
crowd of 5.000 young college kids, 
•lost of whom had never seen an 
•pera. They were as enthusias­ 
tic a bunch as I have ever wit­ 
nessed. . 
U is better that these young­ 
sters be excited about opera than 
•bout gang fights. It is better 
that they 
become 
absorbed in 
•n j intellectual activity than just 
hanging around, and music does 
stim ulate the mind and the spir­ 
it. 
Going to the opera is not only 
an enjoyable activity; it can ev­ 
en become a habit. One listens 
lo the 
same opera 
dozens of 
tim es and wonders how different­ 
ly it u interpreted each time. 
American singers 
and artists 
•re usually not given to the tan­ 
trum s that used to be such ar- 
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acteristic of sopranos and ten­ 
ors, although the really g r e at 
ones, such as Caruso, never tried 
to attract attention to themselves 
by acting queer. 
The truth of what happened in 
Rome to Maria Callas we shall 
probably never know because 
the story has been muddied by 
politicians, press agents, a hus­ 
band. the Italian Parliam ent, El­ 
sa Maxwell, and a thousand eye- 
witnesses. 
It has happened before that a 
singer lost the voice from a cold 
or because he ate crabm eat or 
oysters or something and got a 
bellyache. 
Why is it that in the case of 
the New York-born Callas, every­ 
body, except her husband a n d 
Elsa Maxwell, suspected malin­ 
gering, which is a fancy word 
for “ putting it on,” as they used 
to say when the little girl banged 
her head on the floor? 
Callas, as a New York girl, 
seems to have gone more Eu­ 
ropean than the o l d e r Euro­ 
peans. The Romans showed their 
contempt; they got another gal 
to sing “Norma,” and turned Cal­ 
las down cold when she even 
threatened to sue to be permitted 
to sing. Such is the way of mu- 
sic-lovers. 
If Lily Pons or Roberta Peters 
sang off key, an American au­ 
dience would be forgiving, bu t 
Callas has got herself all fouled 
up in temperament which is the 
external expression off *he stage 
of insecurity on the stage. 
In this country, audiences us­ 
ually give the artist the breaks. 
We do not go in for hissing and 
booing the way they do in Eu­ 
rope, and artists who hire claques 
to applaud them are regarded as 
bad characters. 
As a m atter of fact, practically 
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“I owe it all to Elsa, my wife and sparring partner!”

Is it any wonder th a t we have 
so many drownings? 
U seless Effort 
We are not ail heroes. Some­ 
tim es it’s very foolish to attem pt 


try to save anyone* life. You 
may only lose your own In the 
attem pt. 
But you can and should know 
a little about helping to take 
care of a person who has just 
been rescued from drowning. 
The methods of artificial res­ 
piration are too difficult to a t­ 
tem pt to explain here. Have 
someone show you how to per­ 
form them. 
Four Points 
But you can learn four simple 
points of after care. 
Once a neariy-drowned per­ 
son has been revived, he should 
be; 
1. Kept warm and dry. Cover 
him with a blanket, towels or 
clothing to keep him from be­ 
coming chilled. 
2. Given a stiff whiff of spirits 
of ammonia. This may tempo­ 
rarily help him breathe deeper. 
3. Placed on his side, if his 
condition perm its It. This will 
ease his breathing movements 
and prevent regurgitation. 
4. Removed to a hospital as 
soon as possible. He must be 
handled with great care to pre­ 
vent development of secondary 
shock. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
D. G.: W hat causes a child to 
have extreme weakness in his 
arms in spite of the tact th at 
the muscles are extremely well 
formed? 
Answer: It may be th at the 
child is suffering from a form of 
muscular dystrophy in which 
there is some wasting of the 
muscles even though they may 
appear to be well-formed This 
can only be determined by a 
careful exam ination of the m us­ 
cles and nerves. 


Sun's Corona 
May Extend 
To Earth 


WASHINGTON 
UU— Recent re­ 
search suggests the earth may lie 
within a gaseous layer surround­ 
ing the sun. 93 m i 11 i on miles 
away. 
Previously, 
the 
concept 
has 
been that the sun s corona, or out­ 
ermost gaseous layer, extends on­ 
ly several hundred thousand miles 
into space. 
Hugh Odishaw, executive secre­ 
tary of the U. S. National Com­ 
mittee of the International Geo­ 
physical Year, told about this in 
discussing some of the research 
results so far during the 18-month 
IGY. 
The IGY, now six months along. 
is a cooperative effort of 67 na­ 
tions to learn more a b o u t the 
earth, its oceans and the cosmic 
environment surrounding it. 
Odishaw's report in the journal 
Science dealt mainly with Ameri­ 
can research results. He said Am­ 
erican scientists have 
come 
up 
with certain new observations of 
cosmic ray behavior which lead 
them to theorize that there may be 
important magnetic fields in outer 
space. 
Asked about the corona and cos­ 
mic ray studies, Odishaw said: 
“ I feel that we are at the thresh- 
hold of beginning to understand a 
bit more about the interplanetary 
medium—Fhat is, the space be­ 
tween the planets. But it would be 
premature to speculate on what 
this means in term s of manned 
ventures into space.”

Who’s to do the safety policing 
job is the quesLon. 
Neither the American Red Cross 
nor the National Safety Council 
has any program yet. 
The military services have been 
m a k i n g available their firing 


ranges and even some expert help. 
In fact, the facilities of the Army’s 
Restone A r s e n a l at Huntsville, 
Ala., one of the 
nation’s 
major 
missile test centers, have been of­ 
fered. 
On of the best friends the young 
rocketeers have is Lt. Col. Char­ 
les M. Parkin, Army guided mis­ 
sile coordinator for the Corps of 
Engineers Research and Develop­ 
ment Laboratory at Ft. Belvoir, 
Va. He also is vice president of the 
Washington section of the Ameri­ 
can Rocket Society, a professional 
organization.

MAW YEARS before the freight 
went through the bridge I d r o v e 
(horse and buggy) to the Haines 
S w i t c h west of Madison M i l l 
where the “ Royal Blue Flyer” had 
split the switch. The engine had 


turned over in a ditch, killing the 
engineer and seriously injur i n g 
the fireman. 
At that time the fireman, real­ 
ising the engine was going to 
topple over, sought to leap, and 
was on the steps between the lo­ 
comotive and tender when t h e 
engine flopped over on Its side. 
The fireman was catapulted high 
into the air, over the telegraph 
wires and landed in a fresh I y 
plowed field. 
I do not recall whether he sur­ 
vived the serious injuries he sus­ 
tained. 
I recall having started to walk 
across a tarpaulin spread upon the 
embankment, and a trainmen warn 
ed me that “ the engineer is under 
that canvas.” 
I stepped off of it in a hurry.

Costs Climb; 
Here Is Why 


DETROIT UP— If it costs more 
to maintain an automobile today 
than it did a decade ago the motor­ 
ist fairly may accept much of the 
responsibility. 
This is the view of industry ex­ 
perts 
summarizing 
engineering 
and design advances in motor ve­ 
hicles during recent years. 
Generally they held that the car 
owner is demanding more of ev- j 
erything in the way of comfort, 
ease of driving and power-operat­ 
ed accessories. 
And, the experts explain, most 
of 
them 
consume 
power 
that 
otherwise might be transmitted to 
the rear wheels of the car. That 
means fuel mileage has gone down 
as new accessories have been de­ 
veloped. 
Another factor is presented in 
the driving habits of the car own­ 
er. Generally overlooked in the 
appraisal of the fuel economy is 
the waste entailed in traffic jams 
of rush hour traffic. 
You 
could 
drive a mile and more on the fuel 
frequently consumed to move a 
couple of car lengths in some traf­ 
fic tie-ups. 
Industry experts say a fair way 
to determine a car’s fuel economy 
is to drive it about 50 miles on an 
open highway at about 45 miles 
per hour and measure how much 
fuel is used. They suggest the re­ 
sult would be a pleasant surprise 
to most car operators.

Jury Award 


OAKLAND, Calif, t/P — A jury 
which said it had no choice under 
the judge’s instructions awarded 
$147,300 for two children crippled 
by polio after they received injec­ 
tions of allegedly faulty Salk vac­ 
cine in 1955. 
The judgment was against Cut­ 
ter Laboratories, producer of the 
vaccine. 
The eight women and four men 
by an 11-1 vote awarded the par­ 
ents of Anne Elizabeth Gottsdank- 
er, 8, now of Providence, R. 
I., 
$131,500 and the parents of James 
Randall, 4, of 
Monrovia, 
Calif., 
$15,800. They had sued jointly for 
$365,000. 
Anne Elizabeth was said to have 
lost the use of one leg and partial 
use of the other, and to have de­ 
veloped a curved spine. James was 
less seriously hurt.
